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GETTING W*‘T THEY WANT. 

The people of Quebee do not believe in chang- 
ng Governments unless there is a reason for it. 
Perhaps that is why Quebee is usually, and 
unusually, well governed. When Ministers know 
that honest and efficient administration brings a 
reward at the polling booths they are not under 
temptation to try the other tactics in hope of pro- 
longing their tenure of office. In politics, as in 
other affairs, good service is likely to be secured 
in proportion as it is appreciated. 


INVITING HISTORY TO REPEAT. 


\n Athens despatch says the Greek Govern- 
ment does not intend to act alone if the break- 
cown of the Lausanne conference should be fol- 
lowed by war. In other words, if the Greeks are 
io fight the Turks again they want help if they 
can get it. That they cannot get it is by no means 
certain. The Serbians, Montenegrins, Rumanians 
and Bulgarians have not been heard at Lausanne, 
and what they think about the re-entry of the 
Turks into Europe can be surmised from their 
past conduct and-their present silence. With the 
return of the common traditional enemy the stage 
is set for another Balkan war, whether the larger 
powers make treaty with Kemal or do not. 


EGYPTIAN GRATITUDE. 


The Egyptian Ministry has resigned, or tried 
to resign, as a means of emphasizing a demand 
that British authority be withdrawn from the 
Sudan and that province placed under Egyptian 
control. It would serve the Egyptians right if 
they were given what they are crying for. Until 
twenty-five years ago there was no British auth- 
ority in the Sudan, and Egypt in those days was, 
and had been for generations, the prey of the 
Sudanese tribesmen, who raided the fertile coun- 
try along the Nile at pleasure, massacred its 
inhabitants, destroyed the crops, and carried off 
everything valuable and movable. If the Brltish 
withdrew now in five years ‘‘Fuzzi-Wuzzi’’ would 
be master of Egypt again, and the Fellaheen 
would be praying for another Kitchener to come 
and save them from the wild men they are now so 
anxious to try to govern. As in so many other 
corners of the world, Britain is getting mighty 
little thanks for having rescued the degenerate 
descendants of Pharoah’s conquering soldiers 
from slavery, and for having made their country 
both safe and prosperous. 


SHIELDING THE PROGRESSIVES. 


The U.F.A, members and independent members 
of the Legislature went on record as approving 
the policy of the Greenfield Government in regard 
1o the development of the Western route for Al- 
herta grain, without knowing in any precise and 
definite way what that policy is or ought to be. The 
effect of the resolution they supported is to call 
upon the Dominion Government to over-ride the 
Railway commission; and to eliminate the dis- 
criminatory freight rates which the Progressive 
contingent at Ottawa created against the Western 
route when they compelled the restoration of pre- 
war rates to Ft. William without attaching any 
proviso as to rates westward. The Government 
supporters and independents have thus sanctioned 
the principle that rate decisions of the Railway 
Commission are subject to review by the Domin- 
ion Government. They have also made themselves 
a political screen for the third party at Ottawa. 
There used to be a plank in the U.F.A. platform 
to the effect that provincial polities should not be 
subjeeted to the interests of Federal partyism. 
Seemingly it has gone where most of the other 
distinetive articles in the organization’s creed 
have gone. The farmer’s party is ‘‘ playing poli- 
ties’? these days all round the board, as strenu- 
ously as either of the older parties ever did, and 
with quite as little regard to consistency, 


A NEW CHANCE FOR TRADE. 

Great Britain excepted, there is no country in 
Europe with which it is more desirable to build 
up trade than with France. Just how much the 
new treaty is likely to do to stimulate the inter- 
change of products between the Dominion and the 
oversea Republic will soon be a matter upon 
which the financial and trade experts will be able 
to inform the country. From the published sum- 
mary the treaty seems to secure for Canada as 
favorable treatment in the French markets as any 
foreigu country is given or can get; and extends 
correspondingly favorable terms for the admis 

on of Freneh products to Canada France al 
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present is in a bad way industrially. But forty

WHO WON THE WAR? 


The Turks refuse to admit that they lost the | 
war. More than that; they demand to be allowed | 


to collect the spoils. Instead of asking the victori- 
ous Allies where and on what conditions they will 
be allowed to set up a new Turkish state, if any- 
where and on any terms, Kemal and his associates 
proclaim their intention to re-establish the old 


Moslem Empire, bereft of some Asiatic territory | 


which the Turks never were able to rule except in 


name, but with practically every foot of Kuropean | 


soil that was ieft them at the close of the Balkan 
struggle eleven vears ago. Not only 80; they 
demand that every measure of control which the 
civilized countries of Europe exercised over the 
Sultan shall be abolished, and that in the resur- 


rected Empire the law of the Koran and the rulo | 


of the scimitar shall be supreme over all, with no 
questions asked and no interference tolerated 
from foreign governments. 

The Turk is not a negative character. Ho is of 
a positive disposition, He is instinctively aggres- 
sive. He is not merely trying to side-step the 
penalties of defeat, as Germany is doing. He de 
mands that he shall get something out of the dis 
aster—at the expense of the victors, of course If 
he can have his way all that the Allies will get for 
the blood and money they spent to kick him out 
of Europe is the privilege of allowing him to come 
back freed of all the restrictions by which they 
formerly were able to exercise some restraining 
influence over the religious zeal with which he 
pillaged, tortured and slaughtered his Christian 
subjects. The future Turkey is to be Turk, from 


the top down and from the inside out; in senti- 
ment, ideals, law and administration. Kemal’s 
that at the 


spokesmen at Lausanne proclaimed 
out-set and have neither receded, conceded nor 
compromised. At least Europe knows what it is 
doing if it re-establishes the Turk on the only 
terms on which he will accept re-establishment— 
his own. The Koran, the crescent, the sword, the 


harem and the bow string are to again become 


the emblems of authority, the standards of moral- 


ity and social order, and the instruments and in- 
stitutions for regulating life and conduct in the 
city of Constantine and the province of Thrace; 
and from these there shall be no appeal, by citizen 
wr foreign ‘‘national.”’ 
i ied the Turks proposed ten years Ago that 
they be permitted to throw off all the restraints 
imposed upon them by foreign states in the inter- 
ests of humanity and common justice they would 
not have even got an international conference 
called to discuss the absurdity. Had they under- 
taken to disregard the restrictions without sey 
ence to the foreign powers war would have fol- 
lowed as a matter of course. The Turk’s oreo 
are only being considered now because in the 


meantime the great war was fought—a war in 
which he was absolutely 


Europe, and made a national Ishmaclite. From the 
wilderness he sends delegates to tell Europe that 
he is coming back, whether Europe likes it or not; 
that he will in future stand for no foreign inter- 
ference with the way he may see fit to rule his 
subject races; and that unless the Powers are 
willing to risk having to fight him again they 
must sign on the dotted line without amending 
the terms of the document he submits. As an exhi- 
tion of colossal impudence the thing is without 
parallel in history. So also is the supine willing- 
ness of the Allies to take instructions from euch a 


quarter. 


It is abou : ‘ot 
dred thousand dead Britons, who won that fight 


at Gallipoli? Did the Anzacs know that they were 
fighting for the Turk and not against him? To 
establish him at Constantinople, freed of all sem- 
blance of foreign control? Or did they suppose, 
as they were definitely told on the authority of 
Allied statesmen, that they were kicking the Turk 
out of Europe for good? It does not lie in the 
mouth of anyone to challenge the fidelity of over- 
sea Britons to each other and to the homelands. 
But treason to the dead is a poor way to strength- 
en the loyalty of the living. If Britain has to call 
again for oversea help to fight the Turks does 
anybody suppose that call will be responded to 
as it would have been if Britain had stood un- 
shakeably by its pledge that the Turk should 
never again regain power over 
which he was ousted in the world war? 

The conference at Lausanne has broken down, 
That at least is in degree creditable to the Allied 
representatives. It shows that there are a few 
points on which they decline to be dictated to by 
Kemal. That war wi!l follow is possible, but not
